This decision is issued in response to the "Petition For Issuance Of Filing Receipt" filed 
28 July 2008, treated herein as a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 to confirm the timely filing of a 
response to the Notification Of Missing Requirements. No petition fee is required. 



On 24 January 2005, applicant filed international application PCT/CA2005/000092. The 
international application claimed a priority date of 23 January 2004, and it designated the United 
States. On 04 August 2005, the International Bureau (IB) communicated a copy of the 
international application to the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). The 
deadline for submission of the basic national fee was thirty months from the priority date, i.e., 24 
July 2006 (23 July 2006 was a Sunday). 

On 24 July 2006, applicant filed a Transmittal Letter for entry into the national stage in 
the United States accompanied by, among other materials, payment of the basic national fee. 

On 03 April 2007, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed a 
Notification Of Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) indicating that a properly 
executed oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 1.497 and the surcharge for filing the 
declaration later than thirty months after the priority date were required. 

On 17 August 2007, applicant filed a "Status Inquiry" requesting the status of the present 
application. 

On 28 July 2008, applicant filed the "Petition For Issuance Of Filing Receipt" considered 
herein. The petition asserts that a proper response to the Notification Of Missing Requirements 
was filed on 01 May 2007. The petition includes a copy of the materials filed on 01 May 2007

and a return postcard itemizing these materials and bearing a USPTO receipt stamp dated 01 
May 2007. , 

DISCUSSION 

Based on the statements in the present petition, the accompanying itemized return 
postcard bearing an 01 May 2007 USPTO receipt stamp, and USPTO records confirming receipt 
of the $65 small entity surcharge payment on 01 May 2007, it is concluded that the materials 
accompanying the present petition (including the executed declaration) were originally filed 
herein on 01 May 2007 as a timely response to the Notification Of Missing Requirements mailed 
03 April 2007 (see MPEP section 503). 

A review of the declaration attached to the petition confirms that the declaration is in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .497.
